Economic policy-makers are chilling the 
northem summer by not facing facts, fi 
escapes the high inflation syndrome, the 
industrial world cruises into another high- 
risk area.

A Big Loophole to Close 


General Dynamics, America’s bi 
fense contractor, has owed no fe ine 
taxes since 1972, Any fair tax reform ought 10 
close that large br loophole, but ape Rea- 
gan propases only to narrow it won- 
ders why anyone calls his plan unfair. 

‘The issue here is “completed-contract” ac- 
counting. It allows corporations to delay pay- 
ing taxes on profit from a long-term contract 
until the job is completed, but lets them deduct 
the costs of that project on a current basis each 
year. If XYZ Inc. is building 25 jet fighters, it 
can write off some of the costs against profits 
from other projects each year even th it 
receives periodic payments for the planes from 
the Pentagon. The tax on the profit from the 
planes is not due until all 25 have been deliv- 
ered. For 2 major defense contractor working 
many projects simultaneously, these deferrals 
can go on and on. By the time the jet fighter 
contract is fulfilled and the profit becomes 
taxable, it can be offset by the heavy start-up 
costs of a missile contract. 

This accounting method is not an insidious 
contrivance of profiteers. Tt works for other 
businesses and for private as well as govern- 
ment contracts. The rationale is that a compa- 
ny cannot compute in advance what its taxable 
profit will be. Some deferral may thus be 


essential for smaller enterprises with limited 
cash. But surely General Dynamics and other 
Giants knw they will comme oat whole on st 
defense business. General Electric, Boeing, 
Grumman and Lockheed have also owed no 
taxes in One or more of the last few years.
